Inside this Issue: 

According to estimates 
published by the Bureau 
of the Census, the 2005 
population of Tennessee 
was 5,962,959, up 69,661 
(1.18 percent) from the 
previous July 1 estimate 
(see the table on Page 2). 
 
The Population Division 
of the Census Bureau 
produces estimates of 
statewide and county 
populations each July 1.  
The methodology has 
remained unchanged for 
over two decades. 
 
The most recent decen-
nial census data from 
April 1, 2000, were used.  
The updated population 
estimates include births, 
deaths, internal migra-
tion, and international 
migration that have oc-
curred from the census 
date to the date of the 
population estimate.  For 
the net migration compo-
nent, the bureau relies 
on the annual extract of 
tax returns to develop 
net migration rates for 
the population under age 
65 for each county. 
 
The largest county popu-
lation increases in the 
past year were in Ruth-
erford County (up 8,553), 
Williamson County (up 
6,603), Montgomery 

County (up 5,396), Knox 
County (up 4,632), David-
son County (up 3,313), 
Sumner County (up 
3,277), and Shelby County 
(up 2,748).  These seven 
counties had a total popu-
lation increase of  34,522, 
or 49.6 percent, of the en-
tire state increase. 
 
Williamson County had 
the largest percentage in-
crease (up 4.49 percent), 
followed by Rutherford 
County (up 4.08 percent),  
Montgomery County (up 
3.81 percent), and Wilson 
County (up 2.78 percent).  
Carroll County had the 
largest population de-
crease, declining by 242 
persons from last year 
(down 0.82 percent). 
 
Since the 2000 Census, 
the largest growth coun-
ties were Rutherford 
County (up 36,269 per-
sons), Williamson County 
(up 26,957 persons), and 
Knox County (up 22,940 
persons).  The largest per-
centage increases were in 
Williamson County (up 
21.29 percent), Rutherford 
County (up 19.93 percent), 
Fayette County (up 19.62 
percent), Wilson County 
(up 13.17 percent), and 
Bedford County (up 12.29 
percent).  Weakley County 
declined by 1,163, while 

Lake County dropped by 
4.66 percent. 
 
Lake and Weakley coun-
ties had population de-
clines for four consecutive 
years.   Lake from 2001- 
2005 and Weakley from 
2000- 2004.  Lauderdale 
and Pickett counties had 
population declines for 
three consecutive years. 
Last year, 11 of the 95 
counties saw population 
declines, mostly from out 
migration.  Six of those 
declining counties are in 
West Tennessee while 
only one is in East Ten-
nessee. 
 
There are five counties 
with a population greater 
than 200,000.  They are 
Shelby (909,035), David-
son (575,261), Knox 
(404,972), Hamilton 
(310,935), and Rutherford 
(218, 292).  The seven 
counties with populations 
greater than 100,000 but 
less than 200,000 are Wil-
liamson (153,595), Sulli-
van (152,716), Montgom-
ery (147,202), Sumner 
(145,009), Blount  
(115,535), Washington 
(112,507), and Wilson 
(100,508).  The smallest 
counties are Pickett 
(4,821), Van Buren 
(5,470), Moore (6,024), and 
Hancock (6,704).

NONFARM EMPLOYMENT AND  
LABOR FORCE IN TENNESSEE 

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated 
unemployment rate for February was 5.2 
percent, up 0.1 percent from the January   
rate.  This is the 19th consecutive month that
the rate is above the national average. 
 
The United States’ unemployment rate was 
4.8 percent in February 2006.  In February 
2005, the national unemployment rate was 
5.4 percent, and the state’s unemployment 
rate was 5.8 percent. 
 
Across Tennessee, the not seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate decreased in 66 
counties, increased in 18 counties, and 
remained the same in 11 counties. The lowest
rate occurred in Williamson County at 3.3 
percent, down 0.6 percent from the previous 
month.  The highest rate was Clay County's 
14.3 percent, down from 15.3 percent in 
January 2006.

which includes increases of 3,100 jobs in 
ambulatory health care services and 2,000 
jobs in hospitals; retail trade (up 6,400 jobs), 
which includes an increase of 2,600 jobs in 
general merchandise stores and 1,400 jobs in 
both building material/garden equipment/ 

supplies and health/personal care stores; 
professional/business services (up 4,700 jobs), 
which includes increases of 2,500 jobs in 
professional/scientific/technical services and 
1,300 jobs in administrative/support/waste 
management; construction (up 3,700 jobs); 
local government (up 2,200 jobs); wholesale 
trade (up 2,100 jobs), which includes an 
increase of 1,400 jobs in durable goods 
merchant wholesalers; and truck 
transportation (up 1,200 jobs).  This was 
partially offset by declines in computer/ 
electronic product manufacturing and 
food/beverage stores (both down 1,300 jobs).  

During February, nonfarm employment 
increased by 13,600 jobs. There were seasonal 
increases in state government educational 
services (up 5,100 jobs); local government 
educational services (up 2,200 jobs);   
professional/business services (up 1,900 jobs), 
which includes an increase of 1,300 jobs in 
administrative/support/waste management; 
educational services (up 1,400 jobs);  and 
accommodation/food services and machinery 
manufacturing (both up 1,200 jobs). This was 
partially offset by a decline in retail trade 
(down 2,300 jobs), which includes a drop of 
1,600 jobs in general merchandise stores.

Total nonfarm employment increased by 4,000 jobs 
from January to February.  There were seasonal 
increases in state government (up 1,200 jobs); pro-
fessional/business services (up 700 jobs), which 
includes an increase of 500 jobs in professional/ 
scientific/technical services; educational/health 
services (up 700 jobs), which includes increases of 
400 jobs in health care/social assistance and 300 
jobs in educational services;  accommodation/food 
services (up 600 jobs), which includes an increase of 
400 jobs in food services/drinking places; and natu-
ral resources/mining/construction, local govern-
ment, and arts/entertainment/recreation (all up 300 
jobs).  This was partially offset by declines in retail 
trade (down 600 jobs), which includes a drop of 200 
jobs in general merchandise stores; and computer/
electronic product manufacturing (down 200 jobs).
